uestion isa litle puzeling to ‘know?- A few 
unitarrviital facis disposed of, ought easily to 
settle the controversy. Of course the first cen- 
tury begen with the year'1, and closed with the 
year 100, .The sccond. century, then, began 
with the yeat rot,.and closed with the yenr 200. 
Now, following this method to the present time, 
there can be but one answer to the other ques- 
tion. The nineteenth century closes with the 
year 1900, and the year 1900 closes December 
31. Immediately after midnight, therefore, of 
December 35, 1909, is when the twentieth cen- 
tury begins, In other words, it begins with the 
first second of the first -haur of the first day of 
anuary, 190L. ae Ak ; 
} ust at the very'nick of time when the twen- 
tieth century begins at the international date 
line, the nineteenth will still, be enveloping, as 
it. were, the entire globe? but twelve hours 
afterward, it will be the twentieth century on 
half the earth and the nineteenth on the other 
half; twelve hours Inter the nineteenth will,
